MoD sorry 
for missile 
and HMS 
Ocean gaffes

THE Ministry of Defence has 
said it will try and create new 
opportunities for residents to 
visit HMS Ocean at her mooring 
in Greenwich after late changes 
to hoarding arrangements left 
people unable to view the ship 
during a public visit over the 
Bank Holiday weekend. 

Four thousand people did visit the 
ship but the MoD has apologised for 
the changes which meant that some 
residents missed the chance to go on 
board the ship before it began a live 
exercise to test security arrangements 
for the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games 

The MoD has also said it will create 
more opportunities for residents to find 
out about the proposed installation of 
a ground-to-air Rapier missile system 
at Oxleas Meadows. This follows an 
acknowledgement that publicity for a 
public meeting was organised late in 
the day. 

Lieutenant Colonel Brian Fahy, 
Joint Regional Liaison Officer for 
MoD London District, said: “We were 
thrilled that so many local residents 
wanted to see aboard HMS Ocean 
for themselves, and understand the 
disappointment felt by those who 
were unable to get on board. In

How many accidents do 
need until something is 


I WOULD like to echo K.B. 
Sutherland’s concerns raised 
in his letter, which featured 
in the May 1 edition of GT, 
about the confusion being 
caused by the inexplicable 
decision to phase out the 
line markings on the cycle 
path in Greenwich Park from 
Great Cross Avenue to the 
Vanbrugh Park Gate. 

It is abundantly clear that 
the dual-use signs have no 
effect. It’s no coincidence 
that things are getting 
worse with each day that 
the markings fade. While I 
thank Graham Dear of the 
Royal Parks for responding, 
he must understand what a 
truly frightening experience 
using this path has become, 
for pedestrians and cyclists, 
alike. I am a careful and 


considerate cyclist, but 
despite this, every day I 
have to run the gauntlet of 
avoiding children and dogs 
who bound into my path 
without warning, blithely 
unaware of the dangers, (I 
should say that liberally 
ringing my bell doesn’t seem 
to make the blindest bit of 
difference). Stretched out 
extendable dog leads present 
a particularly nasty hazard. 
If the park’s paths were 
being “closely monitored” 
as Mr Dear claims, he would 
have surely appreciated 
how serious the problem 
has become. Without the 
markings, parents and dog 
owners (I stress through no 
fault of their own) appear 
to be becoming increasingly 
unaware of the path’s shared

I find it astonishing that 
Mr Dear bases his view that 
the path is not dangerous 
on the fact that there have 
been no (reported) accidents. 
Exactly how many accidents 
would he like to hear about 
before something is done? 
And all this because no-one’s 
prepared to touch up a 
simple painted line.

manager, said: “Careful 
research indicates that narrow 
paths are safer for pedestrians 
and cyclists when there is no 
demarcation. The Royal Parks 
regularly reviews the safety 
of its paths and the decision to 
make the path dual use was the 
result of our 2009 cycle traffic 
review in Greenwich Park. 
There is a clear dual use sign 
at both ends of the path. 
Removing the faint former 
line markings would involve 
burning or chipping which 
would damage the path 
surface, which is used by 
hundreds of pedestrians and 
cyclists each week with no 
reported accidents. We have 
therefore decided to allow the 
markings to wear off naturally 
but we will continue to monitor 
it closely.”

HMS Ocean, the Royal Navy’s largest 
vessel, was moored off Greenwich in 
preparation for its Games-time role 
in support of maritime and air security 
operations. 

These operations are designed to 
support the role of the police in keeping 
Londoners safe during the Games. 


The ship, which works with a fleet 
of helicopters, will also provide 
accommodation for 400 Royal Marines and 
sailors who will be part of the security 
force for Greenwich Park and other 
Olympic venues.

OLYMPIC silver medallist Colin 
Jackson dropped into Hornfair Park 
last week to give local youngsters a 
boost before a big race. 

The hurdler was joined by children’s 
TV presenter Helen Skelton at the 
Charlton park where almost 1,000 local 
schoolchildren were taking part in the 
Tesco Great School Run - the Great 
North Run’s mini sibling. 

The pair made a big entrance on 
May 8, arriving by helicopter before 
geeing up the sporty pupils with a few 
motivational blasts from a hand-held 
loudspeaker. 

Athlete Colin, CBE, had recorded the 
promotional video to publicise the run at 
Charlton Manor last month. The schools 
were raising money for Mary’s Meals, 
which sets up food projects in some of the 
world’s poorest areas. 

The two-kilometre run is in its eighth 
year, and more than a million youngsters 
will be taking part across the UK between 
May 8 and June 23. 

Ten-year-old Yasmin Zeroulai-Amari 
from Windrush primary school said: 
“It was a really exciting experience. On 
the run we walked part of the way and 
jogged the rest. I feel really good because 
I was the first girl out of all the schools to 
cross the finish line.” 


Teacher Judith Rivera added: “The 
highlight was a water fight at the end 
once we’d crossed the finish line and 
received our medals”. 

Twenty Foxfield pupils took part in 
the race. Courtney from Year 4 said: “I 
felt really proud to have run but also felt 
a little bit wobbly at the end!” and Lukas 
from Year 5 said: “Two kilometres is a 
lot further than it looks!” 


Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s

PARALYMPIAN Andy Barrow 
shared sporting tips and 
inspirsational advice with pupls at 
Greenslade Primary School during a 
visit last week. 

The wheelcahir rugby player - who was 
GB rugby captain for the Beijing Games, 
talked about his achivements over 14 
years. With his team, Andy currently 
holds three European gold medals 
and a silver medal from the European 
Championships as well as attending the 
2004 Paralympic Games in Athens. 

During the visit he spoke about his 
interest in rugby from an early age and 
described his career as a wheelchair 
rugby player. 

He told GT: “I like contact sports and the 
idea of working as a team. I was injured 
playing rugby at the age of 17 and during 
rehab I found I still loved it so I gave it 
a go again and it turned out to be more 
than just a hobby.” 

The athlete spoke about the differences 
between Olympics and the Paralympics, 
the rules of wheelchair rugby and 
showed the children his practice rugby 
chair. Andy also talked about the six 
Olympic values and how important they 
are within sport and life. 

He added: “I hope the children got a bit 
more knowledge about the Paralympics 
and disability today. There’s so much 
hype over the Olympics and this is a good 
opportunity to highlight the Paralympics 
too.” 

Year 3 pupil Divine Mankubani said: “It 
was really interesting hearing him talk 
about his rugby and that even though 
he has a disability he still believes in 
himself.” 

Fellow Year 3 pupil Charlie Janusch was 
equally impressed and said: “Andy was 
inspiring to listen to. He is so determined. 



I’d do fencing in the games if I had a 
chance because I enjoy that sport”. 

And Isabel Long, an avid swimmer with 
a team at Eaglesfield sports centre, added: 
“I’m glad he showed us that having 
a disability doesn’t mean you can’t 
take part in the Games, you can do any 
sport you like.” Greenslade’s headteacher 
David Ashley, who had 
previously welcomed 


South African gold medallist hockey player 
Lauren Penny to the school said: “We 
want the children to understand that 
they have to be the best that they can 
be, that anything is possible and that 
disability doesn’t need to prevent you 
being the best at what you do.”

LEADEN skies over the most 
miserable May on record had no 
chance against the special glow 
emanating from the Olympic- 
style football festival at Long 
Lane JFC’s ground in Dursley 
Road, Kidbrooke. 

Pint-sized powerhouse Sharon 
Brokenshire and her multi-award- 
winning South London Special 
League had invited girls and young 
women from far and wide to play in 
the name of countries competing in 
the forthcoming Olympics. 

Local lasses - all from Plumstead 
Manor secondary school - donned 
the shirts of Sweden and did the 
royal borough proud on May 8, 
reaching the final against the 
unheralded but awesome might of 
Canada. 

The seven-team tournament - 
one never made it unfortunately 
- was funded by the East London 
Business Alliance (ELBA) and 
the Olympic Delivery Authority 
(ODA), no doubt following a 
no-nonsense phone call from 
Ms Brokenshire. 

Sharon, in between sorting 
out shirts and shinguards, 
told GT: “The funding was for 1 
a project called Transformers 
within the Olympic boroughs. 

Our application was to empower 
girls and young women with 
learning difficulties to play regular 
competitive football. 

“Three of our girls are now 
playing for the Long Lane Terriers, 
who play in a London- wide women’s 
league and they have actually won 
the league this year. One of them, 
Miriam Shoyemi, has now got her 
level one coaching certificate and 
we’re very proud of her. 

“As ever we are getting marvellous 
support from Long Lane. Without 
them we wouldn’t be able to 
hold any of these festivals. Mick 
Northwood and his team are 
just wonderful. Today is also 
very much about all the Olympic 


values, particularly respect.” The 
“Swedish” team will also have the 
honour of representing Greenwich 
in the London Youth Games at the 
end of this month. Fifteen-year- 
old Christine Waller, who lives in 
Charlton, told GT: “I’ve been in 
the team for two years, playing in 
defence. It’s good playing with your 
friends.” 

Team-mate Kalisha Smikle-Isaac, 
also 15, from Woolwich, added: “We 
get good experience about how to 


play football. At first I though 
wouldn’t be able to do it but I £ 
used to it. I’m excited about tod 
but not nervous.” 

Sweden drew their first mat 
0-0 then beat Korea 2-0, but m< 
eyes were on Canada - Whitefb 
Schools and Centre frt 
Walthamstow - who looked big a 
strong and awesome, starting w:

defending by Waller and Co, they 
were beaten 3-0. Mind you, they 
were missing Miriam, who will be 
back for the London Youth Games. 

Coach Rhea Mackennon, from 
the CARE (Charlton Athletic Race 
Equality) Partnership has been 
working with girls with special 
needs for three years. She said: 
“It’s gone really well and the girls 
are bonding really well now and 
showing much more concentration. 
They look out for each other 


in school and go out a lot more 
together. I love it, it’s brilliant.” 

Then followed the goal of the 
tournament, a rasping shot by 
Sophie Hobbs - another Long Lane 
Terrier - giving Sweden a 3-1 win 
against Cameroon, followed by a 
2-0 victory over Japan (Hobbs, 2) 
and a 1-1 draw with South Africa 
(Hobbs). 

It was enough to get Sweden - aka 
Greenwich, aka Plumstead Manor 
- into the final against the dreaded 


Canada. The latter had twice as 
long on the Astroturf and scored 
twice as many goals, winning 6-0. 
But the local girls went away with 
silver medals around their necks. 

Mayor of Royal Greenwich 
Jim Gillman - in one of his last 
and typically gentlemanly tasks 
- presented the medals as the 
heavens finally opened.

LONG LANE JFC, formed in 1981, 
is famous for winning a grant of 
nearly £1 million from the Football 
Foundation in 2001, four years after 
attaining full charitable status. 

Members had proved their worth 
by raising £50,000 in their first five 
years to improve facilities at the once 
derelict Dursley Road ground. 

Mick Northwood, the club’s 
legendary chief executive, told GT: 
"Sharon Brokenshire’s events are 
wonderful days and we’re only too 
pleased to be in a position where we 
can provide these facilities free of 
charge. We’ve been doing it for about 
five years now and nothing gives us 
greater pleasure.” 

The Dursley Road ground was taken 
over last week as an official Olympic 
football training centre. Mick said: 
"Fencing’s going up, each of the three 
pitches will be the size of Old Trafford 
and they’ll be screened off to give the 
eight countries involved the privacy 
they need for training and tactics. 

"We’ve been guaranteed to host 
the quarter-finalists because the 
football is played all over, including 
Scotland, but the eight teams in 
the quarter-finals will be here 
in preparation for the games at 
Wembley.”

A SPECIAL tribute to a famous son of 
Eltham has been announced shorlty before 
the anniversary of his birthday.

Gnawing mice cost 

food store £37,000 

Judge slams food safety standards as ‘deplorable’ 


A CASH-AND-CARRY food 
store in Charlton has been 
fined £37,000 after health 
inspectors found bags of flour 
on sale that had been gnawed 
by mice. 

Environmental health officers 
also found a hand basin out of use, 
meaning staff could not wash their 
hands, and no system in place to 
make sure that foods were kept at 
the right temperatures to prevent 
the risk of customers becoming ill 
with food poisoning. 

Five Crops Limited, on the 
Meridian trading estate, was taken 
to court by the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich. 

The court heard that officers had 
visited in November, 2010, and 
provided advice on how to comply 
with the law. In February, 2011, 
an officer returned and found the 
business had not followed that 
advice. 

Two officers visited a week later 
and found there were still hygiene 
problems. 

Judge Sagerson said that 
standards had been “nothing short 
of deplorable” and fell far below 
acceptable standards. 

The court heard that during a 
recent visit by council officers, 
standards were found to be much

improved. Costs of £5,902 were also 
awarded against the company. 

The royal borough also prosecuted 
the owner of Quality Food in 
Bloomfield Road, Woolwich. 

In November, 2011, officers visited 
his shop and found that packets of 
cakes had been eaten by mice. 

Mouse droppings littered the 
shelves and were even found next 
to children’s magazines. The shop 
was immediately closed because of 
the risk to customers’ health. 

It was allowed to reopen a 
week later after the owner had 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected 
it, and carried out repairs and pest 
control treatments. 

Bexley magistrates fined the 
owner £1,500 and order him to pay 
costs of £1,663. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet 
member for community safety 
and environment, told GT: “All 
businesses that do not prepare and 
handle food correctly are putting 
the health of their customers at 
risk. 

“Royal Greenwich has a 
wonderfully diverse range of food 
available across the borough. 
Our environmental health teams 
support this by providing free

advice to businesses about the law 
and their responsibilities. 

“However, the few irresponsible 
businesses owners that do not 
follow the advice given and break 
the law can expect that we will not 
hesitate in taking action against 
them if necessary to protect their 
customers. 

“I hope that these cases will send 
out a clear message that Royal 
Greenwich expects every food 
business in the borough to produce 
food safely.”

A NEW chapter has opened 
at Charlton station with the 
introduction of a community 
book-share. 

The Open Bookcase gives commuters 
the chance to grab a paperback from 
the station’s ticket office and return it - 
and other books - when finished. 

The goodwill library was an idea that 
Charlton resident Katrin Bain had 
after visiting relatives in her native 
Germany. 

“It’s quite a common thing in Austria 
and Germany, and I thought it could 
work right here in London,” she said. 
“The response has been amazing. It’s 
more widely used then we could have 
imagined. People bring books, people 
take books, commuters are here at 
six in the morning picking up a book 
before they get on the train.” 

There’s even a children’s section and 
Japanese language books. 

“When I brought the idea into the 
community I thought it was a very 
simple idea,” she added. “But I didn’t 
expect it would be so quickly taken on 
board.” 

The easy use of the scheme is key to 
its popularity, the mother-of-two says. 

“You can take a book you like, you 
can bring a book from home that you 
don’t need anymore. You can return 
the book once you’ve read it and it’s 
free and there’s no registration.” 

There is space for 150 books on the 
shelves, and more than 200 have been 
exchanged since the scheme started at 
the end of April. 

“The books are mainly adult fiction,” 
Katrin said, “stuff like Iain M Banks, 
Alexander McCall Smith and Dan 
Brown, right through to the more 
unusual stuff like The Other Hand.” 

Katrin is a member of the Central 
Charlton Residents Association, 
which helped her to get her idea off the 
ground. 

“The neighbourhood is amazing 
and we always have a lot going on, 
but this in particular was really great 
teamwork. “The residents donated the 
books and everyone worked together 
to make it happen.” 

Word has quickly spread, and other 
stations are following suit. 

“Bexley station has already shown 
interest in setting its own one up,” 
Katrin said.

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich, told GT: “We

Testing the 
Waters at 
Blackheath 


HE has played with Chuck Berry. Jerry Lee 
Lewis and the Stones, and he has played 
for Prince Charles. Jools Holland and Hugh 
Laurie. He has played in every venue there 
is. from the jazz clubs in Finland to the Royal 
Albert Hall. We expected a lot. 

Inauspicious beginnings, the Blackheath 
Halls audience sparse, the ambiance dull 
and Waters himself somewhat hoarse. ’’Too 
much time spent in jazz clubs in Finland,” 
he said. Off-colour his voice, but not so his 
hands, a thundering left, an astonishing right 
- together as good as it gets. But something 
was missing, Hersal Thoams’s Suitcase 
Blues lacked depth, warmth and vibrancy. 
The banter was there but it was forced and 
unnatural and then suddenly Chris Reynolds 
(sax) walked on stage. 

The atmosphere lightened, the pressure 
was off and the audience settled back for 
some fun. Reynolds was good - remarkably 
relaxed, his timing superb from the start. A 
nod to each other and then that Lonnie Mack 
favourite: “Oreo creme sandwich, chocolate 
covered creme filled cookie blues” - quite 
a mouthful. Execution was good and their 
chemistry better with the two of them fusing 
as one. 

What wonderful lyrics and humour too - “I 
hid 'em in a cabinet, I keep 'em in a jar, for 
emergencies you know I keep 'em in the glove 
compartment of my car" - it’s no wonder these 
tunes have lasted. Cousin Joe Pleasant was 
next in the queue and the equally enduring, 
Evolution Blues. 

A number of tracks were from “Boogie4 
Stu”, a commemorative album in tribute to 
his mentor, the late Ian Stewart and former 
pianist in the Rolling Stones. A host of big 
names - Charlie Watts, Ronnie Wood, Mick 
Hucknall - ensured the launch a success at 
The Ambassadors back in 2011. Since its 
release, it has topped jazz charts worldwide 
with all of the proceeds to charity, The British 
Heart Foundation. Make Me a Pallet on the 
Floor was the best of the bunch, with Dylan’s 
Watching the River Flow, following close 
behind.

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they’re even responsible for raising the 
value of an area. 

“The reality is that full-time artists 
that use the space earn an average of 
about £11,000 a year, so they move to areas 
that they can afford. But they naturally 
create links and vibrancy - and they bring 
energy. 

“It’s happened in east London,” he 
added. “Hackney has become hyped and 
trendy because of the creative scene, and 
the working artists have become priced 
out of the area they helped transform.” 

The studios house creatives from all 
fields - fine artists use the top storeys 
of the foreboding Victorian block, and 
the woodworkers, potters and heavier 
trades are on the ground floor of the more 
recently built units.

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STILL GOT ITP: New Kids and Backstreet are in their 40s 


The old 
kids on 
the block 

LOOKING around the ageing audience of 
New Kids on the Block and Backstreet 
Boys, there were mature adults, mothers, 
and even grandmothers reliving their 
youth with this collaboration between two 
pop heavyweights. 

The supergroup’s energetic dancing at the 
02 gig fulfilled the boy band package - even 
though they’re not strictly boys anymore - 
with predictable T-shirt-ripping antics and 
pelvic thrusts galore. 

But New Kid Jonathon looked like he 
wanted to be somewhere else... 

So many T-shirts were being destroyed 
that it made you wonder if there was a 
factory out the back somewhere to keep up 
with the cheesy exploits. 

There seemed to be a one-in-one-out 
policy, with the Backstreet Boys performing 
a tune, then the New Kids - like sliding 
doors. This was slightly misleading, as 
the tour gave the impression of a fuller 
collaboration. 

With both bands on stagethey were jostling 
for position, with male ego moments, 
chest lunges and stage diving. Clearly, the 
fans weren’t the only ones reliving their 
yesteryears. There was just one track which 
they had recorded together, Don’t Turn Out 
The Lights, which gave each member a 
chance to showcase their voice and dance 
moves. 

The momentum kept up throughout the 
production to suit whichever camp you 
happened to be in, bar a few tedious gaps 
between songs. 

To keep the London fans sweet, lyrics were 
formulaically changed to suit the location: 
“Let’s get married in London’’, they sung, 
before revealing their big exclusive. 
Apparently fifth Backstreet Boy, Kevin 
Richardson will be returning to the band. 

The bands wore England sweaters towards 
the end to strike a patriotic note, which 
felt somewhat disingenuous. This was 
accompanied by New Kid Joey’s chanting 
of “God Save The Queen’’. Old Kid Donnie 
even shared a fan’s lager in the crowd at 
one point as he walked around the aisles 
singing. 

The lads ended on a high note with a 
sing-off/mash-up of the bands’ tracks, 
pretty much the way the show had begun. 
There should have been much more of this 
to up the ante and really qualify the show as 
a true joint effort. 

But everyone got involved in the sing-off, 
and there was no winner - it was purely for 
entertainment’s sake. A predictable climax 
followed with streamers, fireworks and 
glitter.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.
